REPUlLICANS WILL GAIMY IOWA. 



Both Sides Are Clainiingr That Thej 
Will Be Successful in the 
Ucnaier IState. 



CentMt in W««t Virginia la Thought 
to Be Close and Both Parties Aro 
Claiming the State — Republic- 
ans Cialnt Laglalatura. 

K«w York, Not. I.— Th« dcmoerata 

are pinning their faith to a statement 
by Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, that the vote for Parker 
In Greater New York would be the 
greateet ever eakt for a democratic 
candidate, while the republican rlew 
was expressed by Oor. Odell, who said 
Parker's plurality In the city would 
have to be better than 140,000 if he 
was to carry the state. Two years 
afo Ckiler, the democratic candidate 
for goTemor, had 128,600 plurality 
over Odell In the city, but was defeat- 
ed, , Odell having 130,800 plurality In 
the rest of the state. 

D. Cady Herrlck, the democratic 
nominee for governor, made a state- 
ment In which he said: "Making very 
liberal discount upon the rosy views 
that are always presented to a candi- 
date, 1 firmly believe that the repub- 
lican majority north of the Bronx will 
be much less than It was two years 
•go." 

Frank W. Higglna, republican can- 
didate for governor, said: "I believe 
Roosevelt will can y this state by over 
100,000 and that the republican statu 
ticket will be elected." 

Indianapolis. Ind., Nov. 8. — The re- 
publican leaders in the state refuse to 
change their predlotions that Roose- 
velt and Fairbanks will carry Indiana 
by pluralities variously estimated at 
from 20,000 to 3fi,000. 

Democratle leaders eonfldently as- 
sert tlielr belief that Parker and Da- 
vis will l)e successful in Indiana, but 
refuse to make known the figures up- 
on which they found their belief. 

The democrats m. :iI--o of the opin- 
ion that John W. Kem, their guberna- 
torllil candidate will ntn ahead of the 
Aational ticket, and that there will be 
oonslderaole change In the complexion 
of Indiana's representation In con- 
gress. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 8.— The republicans 
are confident that their organisation 
in Ohio will secure unusual results, 

even exceeding pluralities in what are 
called "the McKinley years. " While 
the democrats have no such organiza- 
tion as their opponents, they claim 
that there has been during the past 
two or three days "a whirlwind in 
their favor" that justlfles their antici- 
pation of a landslide that nii.i;ht make 
the state close and enable the demo- 
crats to gain three or four Ohio con- 
gressmen. They state that their vote 
has not been out fully for years. 

Parkersburg, W. 'Va.. Nov. 8.— The 
chances are that the electoral vote of 
the state will go to Roosevelt and that 
the democratic state ticket will be 
etoeted. Republicans claim all five 
oongressman and the legislature, 
while democrats say they will elect 
three of the five congressmen and will 
control the legislature on Joint ballot, 
insuring a democratic senator to SUO- 
ceed Senator Scott. 

J)( H Volnes, la., Nov. 8.— Chairman 
R. H. Spence, of the republican state 
committee, says that the republican 
ticket will have a phirality of at least 
125,000 Instead of 115.000, as has been 
* kitiniHtrd. The demncrats still insist 
that the plurality will not be more 
than 60,000. 

Boise, Ida., Nov. 8. — Republican 
managers claim a plurality of 16,000 
for Roosevelt^ The democrats, while 
conceding the claim of a Roosevelt 
victory. p«t the plahiSHy at a moch 
smaller flgnre. 

Trenton. Nl J., Not. i.— the repub- 
licans, so far as the presidency is con- 
cerned, entered the campaign Just 
closed with the prestige of a plurality 
of 66,89!* for McKinley four years ago. 
They are confident of carrying the 
state for Roosevelt by from S5.000 to 
M.000. Th* democTfts aro claiming 
that Parkmr wm tkve a small t^loral- 
ity. 

Milwaukee, Nov. 8. — It is generally 
conceded that the Roosevelt and Fair- 
banks electors will carry the state by 
a plurality raaglnf betwaaa t0,000 
and 76,000. 

Chicago, Nov. 8,"Th(? republicans 
claim that they will carry Ullnoia by 
anywhere froni 12rj,0oi) to 140,000, and 
the democrats claim that they will r^ 
duce the repubHoan plurality of four 
yeara a<o. , ■ 

The flght on congressmen will not, 
in all probability, result in any great 
change in the number of representa- 
tives from both parties. The present 



congressional delegation Is eight dem- 
ocrats and 1" republicans, and the 
chances are that this ratio will not be 
greatly disturbed.

The 
parties at interest are tbe same as in 
the previous suit, the claim being as- 
signed to C. M. Raymond, a friend of 
Mrs. Greenougb. Alfred Hemmenway.

Sprin^ifieM. 111., Nov. 8. —In an order 
issued Monday afternoon Mack Tay- 
lor, president of tbe Hoisting Engi- 
neers' Union of Illinois, declares tbe 
strike of the hoisting engineers off, in 
obedience to a referendum vote which 
resulted 760 to 315 in lavor of return- 
ing to work. 

Tbe <iMestion ot Joining the United 
Mine Workers of America will be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote, but there 
is little doubt that the engineers will 
decide to join the larger organization. 
The engineers return to work at a 
scale of &Vi per cent, less than what 
they received last year. None of them 
will be discriminated against by the 
operators because of having struck. 
Mines will probably re-opea on Wed- 
nesday.

Preeident Palma Reports Projrross In 
Fayinff Off tbe Debt of S28,500- 
000 Dae tlie Veterans. 



Attention Is Called to Platt Amend- 
ment Which Prohibits Cuba's In- 
curring Debt Unleea Treasury 
Rseelpto Ars ^Sufficient. 

Havana, Nov. 8.— The winter ses- 
sion of congress opened Monday prom- 
isingly. In sharp contrast to the rows 

and disinclination to legislate which 
characterized the summer session, the 
members of the minority party occu 
pled their seats in full force. Nation- 
alist leaders have informed a press 
representative that it is not their in- 
tention to pursue tBeir former obstruc- 
tive tactics. There were less than 
half a dozen absentees in each house, 
and the proceedings wera characte^ 
ized by friendliness. 

In his message President Palma, 
after a lengthy review of the condition 
of the republic, outlined leading mat- 
ters nguirlng action by congress. 
The message made no reference to 
the political situation. In mentioning 
the progress that has been made in 
paying oft the SO per cent, of what is 
due the veterans, the total amounting 
to $28,5W,(»00. President I'alnia asked 
congress to decide in what manner 
the remaining half should be. ralseil 
or to suggest other mode of settle- 
ment. The president called attention 
to the fact that the Piatt amendment 
would not permit Cuba to incur debt 
unless the ordinary receipts of the 
treasury were sufflcient to pay off the 
sinking fund and interest, adding that 
as the present souitees above the ordi- 
nary expenses are practlcaHy absorb- 
ed by the first loan, Cuba can not cre- 
ate a new Ujhii e.xcept through increas- 
ing taxes. He suggested that the dif- 
ficulty might be obviated by the crea- 
tion of a perpetual debt bearing in- 
terest at 8 per cent, per annum, which 
the government could be authorized 
to sink after 26 years or to liquidate 
sooner if the means became availa- 
ble. 

Preeident Palma called attention to 
Cuba's responsibility under the Platt 

amendment for proper sanitation 

throughout the island and stated that 
the executive department must as- 
sume general charge of all sanitation 
In i>rder to secure uniform and effec- 
tive results. Consequently congress 
should appropriate sufflcient money 
for that purtMise and authorize definite 
executive ((jhucI thereof. The presi- 
dent reported that health conditions 
were as satisfactory as last year, with 
the exception that there bad been a 
number of cases of diphtheria in cer- 
tain localities in the province of San- 
tiago, which disappeared as the result 
of special sanitary nifasuns. The 
mortality the past ten months in Ha- 
vana district was 21.20 per thousand 
and throughout the Island 16.37. The 
one case of yellow fever had been dis- 
posed of and that bad not originated 
in ("wLa. 

The president < (iri; plinienls the mili- 
tary establishment and the various 
government departments, especially 
referring to the public works, the 
state and educational departments. 
The number of schools has r» aclu d 
3,600 with 120,000 pupils, an increase 
for the year of 10.000 pupils. The ag- 
ricultural station, under the manage- 
ment of United States agricultural ex- 
perts, is devetoplng a high degree of 
usefulness. ' 

The presid<nt urges thf liissage of 
the pending bill for the iiromotiou of 
the Immlgraiiou uf white laborers.

Tlie Japanese Forces Bombartled 
Port Artliar Coiitinuounly 
For Three DftySi 



DESPERATE HAND TO HAND FI6HT. 



Several Exploi^ions and K.\ten«ive 
Fires Occurred in the Fortress 
Within tbe Last Few Days. 



Every Fort of the Russians Was En* 
gaged and the Deadly Conflict 
in the Trenches Wss Con- 
slant and Severe. 

Dalny, Nov. 6, via Kobe, Nov. 8. — 
Aftar three days of continuous bom- 
bardment of Port AiChur. which caus- 
ed extensive destruction to the Sho- 
Jusan NlrbuyuBan forts In the west 
center of the Russian lino of defense, 
and also to Keekwan fort, the right 
wing of the Japanese army assaulted 
Shojusan yesterday afternoon. Hav- 
ing carried the approaches to that 
height the assailants intrenched them- 
selves under the glacis of the forts. 
In the evening the left wing delivered 
an assault on Keekwan, fighting Its 
way to tha lower panvet There the 
Japanese held their ground stubborn- 
ly in the face of Russian counter at- 
tacks. 

Having been re-enforced during the 
night, the Russians charged down up- 
on the Japanese and deq^erate hand- 
to-hand conflicts ensued. The Japan- 
ese boat back tbe enemy and destroy- 
ed two coveri'd positions in the front 
moat. A Japanese sub lieutenant with 
3U volunteers then succeeded in mak- 
ing his way to the rear' of the fort. 
There he engaged in a personal con- 
flict with a Rusyian officer and killed 
him. Having discovered two more de- 
fenses in the rear moat, the sub-lieu- 
tenant withdrew his force with a loss 
of two men. Later in the night the 
advanced position ot the Japanese waa 
taken and retaken twice. The besieg- 
ers succeeded in holding the approach- 
es and constructing trenches connect- 
ing them with the army's front paral- 
lel. At dawn numbers of dead were 
Visible on the slopes. Fort P. north 
of the new and old batteries In the 
left center of tbe line of defense, was 
captured by tbe severe tight ing of the 
night 

These operations have successfully 
driven an effective wedge into the 
Russian center. Severe explosions 
and extensive fires have occurred in 

the fortress within the last few da>s. 
The total <:asiialties of llie .lapanesn 
In the late attacl^s were I.Ihii. ()\er 
500 were killed up to October 29. The 
spirit of the men is magnificent. Tbe 
firing of all the guns is wondeifiilly 
effective. 

The climax (n the late lionibardnietit 
cunie bt tvieeii 4 and i> o'clock Satur- 
day aftertKum It was a superb spec- 
tacle. Every fort of the enemy was 
engaged and the fighting in the 

j trenches was constant and severe.

j this morning one of the Japanese 
trenches collapsed into a Russian gal- 

i lery. The enemy, being surprised un- 
derground, fied In confusion.
